The Old Boys. ; : 

The loyalty and support of the 
‘old boys has been unfailing through 
all the years. In 1925 they eloct- 
ed a Committee among themselves 
and divided into teams to collect 
funds; they ¢o-operated with tha 
Council to form the Building Com- 
mittec, they inspired and helped 
the Present . Students, they gub- 
scribed freely according to their 
means, they laid aside private and. 
personal considerations’ in the in- 
terests of their Mother School. 

Any attempt to record the mani- 
fold achievements of our Old. Boys 
would be impossible. They formed 
a College Association in very early 
days which still flourishes strong- 
ly; and they were the nucleus of 
the now. prosperous Chinese Re- 
creation Club, : 

The night school in which o 
number of our students taught poor 
boys at Prospect Place from 1925 
to 1928, was a wonderful piece of 
social service. “At Stanley, the 
night school is still being carried 
on by the Students for the servants, 
who greatly ‘appreciate it. Ser- 
vices are being held in’ the Stanley 
Village School for the village people. 

During'a period of six years our 
students raised funds by means of 
entertuinments, averaging $5,000 
each year. They showed  graat 
organising ability ‘and were 
deterred by no ‘difficulties. The 
Students of 1980 have a harder 
task, They are making traditions 
for the’ future generations and they 
are doing it well, They have the 
same spirit as those that have gone 
before them and.are a body of 
students of whom any school may 
well be proud. ; 


Chinese Studies, 


After referring to the former and 
present staffs he continued.—As 
regards Chinese studies, it iy well 
known that class teaching alone will 
never make a Chinese scholar. 
Here at Stanlcy our students have 
the advantage of three resident 
Chinese Masters whom they ean 
consult’after School hours, and who 
are ‘willing to correct their essays 
and help them individually. % 

In 1904 the’ success of the school 
for. boys led to a demand by our 
Chinese parents’ for a school for 
girls and younger boys. 
Stephen’s College guaranteed the 
rent of a house in Caine Road, and 
the daughter school was opened in 
March 1906 with Miss Carden as 
first Headmistress, St. Stephen's 
Girls’ . Calloge has now its own 
Council, and Staff and Buildings 
und Reputation that make us re- 
Joice, 3 : 

In 1915 some Old Boys started 
the Macao English College, which 
has done oxcellent work. 


The Origin of the University. 


At our speech day in January, 
1908 His Excellency the then 
Governor, Sir Frederick Lugard, in 
response to a speech by Bishop 
Lander suggested. to us a Univer- 
sity for Hongkong. Sir H. Mody 
saw the speeches in the newspaper 
and the present — University 
eventually came into being, , Hig 
Excellency, Sir Frederick. Lugard 
said publicly more than once that 
the idea of a University was first 
expressed by him at St. Stephen’s 
College. The Chinese gentlemen 
who were behind St. Stephen's Col- 
lege. were .responsible for raising 
a fund of a million dollars to endow 
the University. , 


At Stanley. 


To-day history repeats itself. 
In 1903 the School was opened, in 
1930 we celebrata a new opening. 
But the distinguishing features of 
College remain unchanged, 
Our founders and supporters remain 
the same. In some cases doitg Have 
succeeded fathers, and we welcome 
many new friends and supporters 
of the College who have joined us 
28 year has succeeded year. 

We still emphasize moral teach- 
ing, Chinesd {deals and the im- 
portance of individual attention for 
the formation of character.

Some Present Needs. | 


Our efforts - are’ weak and we 

realise our imperfections keonly. 
But we ask sympathy and support 
as we strive towards our ideals. 
We appeal for spaciousness, now 
and always, and that our boundaries 
may: be guarded far and wide from 
the building speculator! We want 
more Staff quarters.. And we re- 
quire proper acience: laboratories, 
‘including woodwork: shops and a 
forge, where all our students may 
do practical work with. their own 
hands. sos ' 
- -In-1921 I wrote these words in 
our School Magazine which is 
known as College Times, “With the 
growth of St. Stephen's College, 
the uncertain condition of its pre- 
Mises, .and the development of 
education seen in‘ other schools 
and colleges, we look with hope to 
Friends, Parents, and Old Students, 
trusting that our confidence in 
them, which has never been betray- 
ed in any .past . crisis, . will ‘be 
magnificently fulfilled in our pre- 
sent hour of need.” 7 

That confidence has been fully 
justified, and. we may warmly hope 
that the full development of the 
building capacities of this beauti- 
ful, site will speedily be accomplish- 
ed by the carrying out of further 
schemes of extension which will 
now be referred to by the Chair- 
man. 


Future Hopes, 


Hon. Sir Henry Pollock said: 
Although we are met to-day for the 
purpose of the official opening of 
St. Stephen’s College at Stanley, 
we have reached, as your Excellency 
will have noticed, the proud posi- 
tion of already functioning here 
with two Hostels in working order, 
namely the main building, which 
includes this Assembly Hall and 
class-rooms and .offices, and house- 
masters’ quarters, and. ‘a second 
Hostel, which includes the Warden's 
residence, a communal dining-hal] 
and kitehens, 

We have also two bungalows for 
the stall, servants-quarters and a 
laundry, a garage, a playing-field 
and six hard tennis courts. At the 
present time we have some 80 
Boarders and 40 Day Boys attend- 
ing here regularly. 

Taking into account the fact 
that we have such an efficient and 
ample staff and such fine surround- 
ings, it. seems only reasonable to 
suppose that our present number of 
‘boarders will much increase in the 
near future, till we reach our full 
limit of 116 boarders in our pre- 
sent two Hostels, and I shall look 
‘forward, on my return to this 
‘Colony in 18 months time, to learn 
from the Warden that that quota 
of boarders has been fully made up, 
and that a demand has set in for 
yet a third Hostel to accommodate 
60 more Students. ‘ 


Go Forward. 


St. |. 


We must go forward. We must 
not stand still; and I confidently 
louk to the Old Boys’ Committee, 
who have done such admirable work 
on our Building Committee’ in col- 
lecting funds. for our building 
schemes, to continue their good 
work of. collecting, and to the pre- 
sent students of the College I ap- 
peul so to commend this College to 
their Chinese friends, with boys to 
educate, that we may be able, with- 
in the next few yeurs, to complete. 
the programme of development of 
this fine site in accordance with our 
original schedule of buildings. 

That programme I may remind 
you, includes (1) another hostel 
for 60 Boys to which I have al- 
ready referred; (2) science labora- 
tories. and workshops, to . cost 
about $50,000, which, I undcr- 
stand from the Warden, are the 
‘next item of extension which we 
hope to build in the near future 
if funds are forthcoming. 

Incidentally, those laboratories 
will form an important part of 
our School curriculum, as that 
class of work, in particular is im- 
portant in the preparation of stu-" 
dents for the University of Hong- 
kong. ; 

Our present laboratories are of. 
‘a’purely temporary and provi- 
sional character.
